POWER MATTERS! 


Darn right it does! This from Cal Glover 
down in NC: “I think that WSKY-DT's recent 
changes might show the way for the FCC to go 
regarding power allocations for high-band VHF 
DTV stations. Up until the first week in May, 
WSKY was operating on (real) Channel 4 at 
something like 12 kW. Here in Kill Devil Hills, 


some 48 miles southeast of the tower, their 
signal was a very sometimes thing. In fact, it 
wasn't there most of the time. And when there 
was a Signal, there was lots of pixilation and 
lock-up. But around May 10, the station moved 
to (real) Channel 9 and upped their power to 
around 70 kW. Now they provide a very reliable 
and stable picture. 

Other high-band VHF DTV stations have 
upped their power, but | don't think that they've 
gone up to this power level. Maybe the magic 
number for real VHF replacement footprint 
coverage with ATSC hovers around 100 kW. 
With such power, these stations would be able 
to power through the curtain of electrical 
interference that tends to sap ATSC on VHF. 
I'm not sure, however, what kind of co-channel 
interference issues might arise with such power 


levels or how they would manifest themselves 
on the screen. 

With its new power, | would think that 
WSKY-DT might become a DX target on the 
east coast and beyond.

- Last month, you read the FCC has proposed 
to assign channel 4 to Atlantic City, New 
Jersey. Now, they have also assigned a VHF 
channel to Delaware; channel 5 will go, as 
proposed, to Seaford. 


The proposal is supported by Sen. Kaufman 
of Delaware, who wanted FCC to assign a 
channel to a_ place where Wilmington 
residents can benefit. 


The FCC ruled that Section 307(b) of the 
Communications Act requires an equitable 
distribution of services. Wilmington is already 
served by 14 full-power stations (most 
transmitting from Philadelphia) while Seaford 
is only served by four. The FCC feels it's 
required to allocate the new channel to 
Southern Delaware. 


As with the Atlantic City proposal, PMCM 
supports the allocation of channel 5 to 
Seaford as long as the allocation doesn't 
preclude the move of a PMCM station from 
the West to Delaware. In this case, the 
PMCM station is KIWY-2 Jackson, Wyoming, 
and it wishes to move to Wilmington. (the 
transmitter would be in Philadelphia) 


The FCC has denied the KJWY move, but 
PMCM's appeal is pending. The Commission 
states the channel 5 allotment won't preclude 
the move of KJIWY if the courts overturn the 
FCC decision. 


ABC objects to the allotment. They argue it 
would prevent a planned 2dB power increase 
for their WPVI-6 Philadelphia, as well as 
upgrades at other area stations. 


The FCC decided to attach a condition to the 
new allotment. Anyone building a station on 
channel 5 will be required to accept 
interference from WPVI to up to 2% of the 
population within the service area of the new 
station. The Commission was not able to 
identify any other stations, besides WPVI, that 
would be affected. 


Fox also objected. They claim that, since the 
new station has never had an analog facility, 
the PSIP rules would require the new station 
to use major channel 5. Fox's WTTG 
Washington, which was on analog channel 5, 
is required to use major channel 5 as well. 
And any new station in Seaford is likely to 
have significant coverage overlap with WTTG. 
Fox fears having two channel 5's will result in 
confusion, and in some viewers being unable 
to receive WTTG. 


The FCC notes there's an “out” in the PSIP 
standard that allows assignment of other 


major channels when necessary to avoid 
conflicts. They've indicated the new station 
will be required to use major channel 36. This 


happens to be WTTG's’ RF channel 
assignment. 
Finally, the “Broadcast Maximization 


Committee” objected on the grounds a new 
allocation on channel 5 would prejudice a 
proposal to reallocate channels 5 and 6 for 
FM radio. 


Here, the FCC indicates if a decision is made 
to reallocate channel 5 to another service, the 
new Seaford station can be moved to a 
different channel. (reading between the lines, 
| suspect the Commission has no intention of 
reallocating any VHF TV channels to FM radio 
or any other service.) 


- Yes, KSCE-38 El Paso has applied to 
reactivate their analog transmitter..... 


From their STA request filing: 


“The station has many indigent former viewers 
who have been unable to see the religious 
and non-religious programming offered by 
KSCE. We estimate there are aS many as 
500,000 analog receivers still in use in the 
market. The former analog viewers have been 
very vocal in contacting the station to say they 
can no longer receive the signal because they 
cannot afford either a digital receiver, or a 
cable or satellite subscription.” 


Then, referring to the well-publicized drug 
wars going on just across the border in Cd. 
Juarez, Chihuahua: 


“The Commission is requested to take official 
notice of the news accounts pertaining to the 
drug wars that have infested portions of 
Mexico and particularly Juarez. Because of 
the rampant violence associated with the drug 
wars, American citizens in bordering El Paso 
need to be informed regarding potential 
dangers in traveling near the border or in 
crossing the border.” 


As Trip noted when he posted note of this on 
his http:/www.rabbitears.info blog, an Act of 
Congress prohibits the FCC from granting this 
request. Congress can't keep the 
Commission's staff from getting a good laugh 
out of it though!

- The fine for WFUN-LP Miami was, strangely 
enough, not for exceeding the power on the 
station's license. (though they were, in fact, 
running nearly three times authorized power) 
Rather, it was for exceeding the maximum 
power permissible for any digital LPTV. In this 
particular case, it happens licensed power 
was equal to the maximum permissible for a 
digital LPTV. WFUN was also fined $8,000 
for problems with EAS equipment. 


- The CBC has applied to convert French- 
language station CBLFT-25 Toronto back to a 
full originating station. It has been formally a 
relayer of CBOFT-9 Ottawa. (although it has 
been originating some local programming in 
Toronto) 


Converting CBLFT back to a full station will 
allow it to solicit local advertising in Toronto 
and other areas served by the other Ottawa 
relayers that will be transferred to the Toronto 
licence. It will also establish a_ licencing 
requirement to originate local programming. 


No technical changes are proposed.

NEWS ITEM: EM IBOC POWER INCREASE HAS TAKEN EFFECT - Those FMs that want to 
increase IBOC power by 6 dB can now do so and simply notify the FCC by letter within 10 days. 
That's because the notice procedures for implementing the power increase went into effect on 
Monday, May 10. Prior to that you needed special temporary authority. 

There is a new electronic form on the way for e-filing digital notifications in the FCC's CDBS system. 
However that needs approval from the federal Office of Management and Budget. The new, simpler, 
form eventually would replace the formal notification letter in which you give the commission details 
like the date you raised power as well as your analog and digital ERP. 

Stations still must file for an STA if they want to increase by the full 10 dB or if they are a super- 
powered FM. Those will be reviewed on a case-by-case basis. 

As of May 12, 40 stations had been granted an STA. Another 10 were dismissed because they didn't 
provide enough information. Of the 40 that were okayed, most were for the 6 dB increase (to 14 dB 
below carrier) or less. 

Examples of large-market approvals are KSCF, San Diego; KJAQ, Seattle and WRKS, New York. 
Increases in smaller markets include those at WQNY, Ithaca, New York, WGTD, Kenosha, Wisconsin 
and KUWC, Casper, Wyoming. 

The FCC released the power increase order in late January. Nearly half of the applications were filed 
in February, with the rest divided between March and April filings. One, KDUR, Durango, Colorado 
was filed on May 4 and approved the next day.

Word now is, that they have decided not to produce the cheaper model and go with the DT-800 only. 
But, the "DT-800 schedule of production has not been finalised, therefore no initial arrival date in the 
US is available as yet." I've been promised an update when Sangean finally decides to market this 
radio. If and when | do, I'll pass that information along.

It’s about time. The Summer sporadic-E season has arrived. If the usual 
pattern for the Summer follows, the first really big opening of the season could 
come any day now — and, indeed, may have come by the time this goes to press. 

A few anemic openings have already occurred. On May 10, much of the 
southern tier of states was hearing something rare — Peru on 6 meters (50 MHz). 
Here in Memphis, OA4TT was peaking S5. That was a nice start to Summer 
2010, to be sure. Outside my part of the country, it has been a bit slow. Paths 
between New England and Florida have been active, but that’s not at all 
uncommon. Certainly, the coming weeks will get busier — fast. 

Sporadic-E is already off to a strong start in Europe. Mid-May has brought 
a few 144 MHz (2 meter) openings. Europe does seem to have more intense 
and frequent high-MUF events. | am not sure why. 

There has been a little tropo so far this Spring and Summer, but nothing 
terribly unusual. Here in my part of the country, the first week of April brought a 
nearly week-long event with some days quite active. For me, the high point must 
have been the 6", with several nice contacts, most notably XE2MVS/DL95 in 
Monterrey at just over 900 miles. | hope | get a QSL.

It’s contest time! The ARRL VHF QSO Party starts June 12. For many, 
this is the biggest VHF event of the year. Timing is not accidental. ARRL 
schedules this contest at the expected peak of the Season. When conditions are 
hot, 6 meters is incredible. Stations may be stacked up from 50.125 to 50.250, 
or even higher. Further, many folks become “rovers,” moving about from grid to 
grid, some of which may be quite rare. A few years ago, | worked a rover ina 
Nevada grid so remote, one can barely find a named community anywhere on 
the map. That’s fun. 


The fourth weekend in June is always ARRL Field Day. This is the 
biggest date on the calendar for those who love dehydration, sunburn, and bug 
bites. 

This year, the event begins midday on June 26". Even if you're not a 
ham, you might enjoy visiting someone’s site — visitors are always welcome. You 


might even get a chance to work a few stations.

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Weak Signal Video in Canada 


REPRINTED FROM DX HORIZONS, OCTOBER 1960 
"STILL-the home of the true DXer' 


Television in Canada did not get underway 
until September 6, 1952, when CBFT signed 
on with French-English programming — in 
Montreal. Two days later CBLT took to the 
airwaves in Toronto (on channel 9), and video 
had finally arrived for an estimated 10,000 set 
owners in the Toronto area, who had been 
struggling with fringe area installations for 
nearly four years, watching snowy but 
acceptable reception from WBEN-TV, channel 
4 in Buffalo. 

If one drove north from Toronto in the 
summer of 1952, only months prior to the 
inception of local television in Canada, it would 
have been an education in DX reception. This 
writer did so, and many details of the trip are 
still vivid. 

For some unexplained sociological reason, 
Canadians in general, and Ontario residents in 
particular, wanted video reception in the worst 
way. '52, you may recall, was the year of the 
commercial birth of the long yagi. Eight, ten 
and even twelve element models quickly 
replaced the time honored four and five 
element arrays across the U.S. Going north 
from Toronto, the single and stacked fives, cut 
to channel 4, evolved into single tens, and then 
as you approached Barrie on Route 11, double 
tens. North of Barrie, still on Route 11, and 
approaching Orillia, double tens had an 
addition. An antenna mounted pre-amplifier 
using the then new cascode 6BQ7_ tube. 
Approaching Huntsville and the 200 mile point 
from WBEN-TV, the antennas thinned out, in 
quantity, but the quality continued to improve. 
Now double sets of stacked tens (forty 
elements) were common, with open wire low 
loss line and pre-amplifiers at both the antenna 
and receiver. From Huntsville to North Bay, 
which nestles on the eastern shore of Lake 
Nippissing, there are few homes and even 
fewer television antennas. People in this area 
tell you of trouble with AM radio reception, and 
television, they explain, "is just for the city 
folks" in Toronto. 

As early readers to DXing Horizons recall, 
television continued north to North Bay in those 
years .. . 290 miles from WBEN-TV, North Bay 
resident Stan Hosken had television, but it took 
a 276 element antenna to do the job! 

But the spirit of weak signal video reception, 
as evidenced by the early viewers in Ontario, 
had its effects on the Canadian Board of 
Broadcast Governors. Pushed by the 
enthusiastic reception given WBEN television 
by Toronto residents (all of whom were forced 
to pay exorbitant fees to import receivers from 
the U.S.), the BBG quickly OK’ed television for 
those areas already receiving American 
stations. It was a matter of pride, explained the 
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BBG. Canadians should be watching Canadian 
Television. 


TO THE NORTH... FAR NORTH! 

In 1954, the operator of the only radio and 
record shop in the Northwest Territory ordered 
a television receiver from Edmonton. The 
receiver, some yagi antennas, a booster anda 
few strands of wire were flown in, along with 
everything and everyone that came _ to 
Yellowknife. Harold Glick was his name, and in 
the next three years, he was to make weak 


signal television history. Glick had been 
following with interest articles in Radio- 
Electronics magazine, which detailed 


occasional DX reception. Assuming a "why not 
attitude," he installed the receiver, stacked the 
yagis, and sat back to await results. He had 
read of E skip reception, and trops. Calculating 
his nearest station to be CFRN-3, Edmonton, 
Alberta, 640 miles, he ruled out trops. But skip, 
he and many others were surprised to find, 
occurred on an average of eight nights per 
month .. . not just during the summer, but all 
year around! And some of his best openings 
occurred in the spring and fall, when E skip 
activity over Southern Canada and the United 
States is practically nil. 
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Several patterns soon evolved with Glick 
DX activity. Located on the northern shore of 
the Great Slave Lake, he was as far due east 
of Fairbanks, Alaska, (1,000 miles) as he was 
north of Great Falls, Montana. He was less 
than 300 miles south of the Arctic Circle, and 
Aurora Borealis displays were frequent and 
widespread. He first Suspected his semi- 
regular reception from such stations as KFAR- 
2, Fairbanks, Alaska, CBWT-4, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, KXJB-4, Valley City, North Dakota 
and CKCK-2, Regina, Sask., was somehow 
associated with the aurora. He still believes so, 
although in the six years of experimentation 
Click has learned not all auroral displays bring 
DX reception. However, in six years of working 
with DX reception, Click has never seen more 
than the occasional burst before 1800 
Mountain Standard Time, while DX often lasts 
until O200 MST, when KFAR leaves the air for 
the night in Fairbanks. By southern standards,
